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AT  HOME. 

AND  ABROAD

Just  as  there  are  dogs  and  dogs,  there 
are  Shepherds  and  Shepherds. 

The  sponsors  of  the  Shepherd  in  America, 
other  clubs  and  breeders  have  for  some 
time  been  wondering  why  the  shows  have 
seen  a  gradual,  but  persistent,  reduction  in 
entries  of  this  breed,  up  to  the  point  where 
it  is  very  difficult  to  have  a  successful  con¬ 
testant  honored  with  a  three-point  win. 
Yet  two  years  ago,  more  or  less,  a  three, 
four  or  five-point  show  was  the  rule,  and  it 
is  quite  natural,  with  a  rapid  change  in 
such  a  short  span  of  time,  from  three 
points  down  to  no  rating,  that  interested 
fanciers  should  begin  to  look  about  in  order 
to  find  a  reason  for  this  condition,  probably 
never  dreamed  of,  when  the  Shepherd  rode 
the  crest  of  the  wave  of  popularity.  But 
it  is  here,  and  why  ? 

There  is,  of  course,  no  single  factor  to 
which  the  cause  could  possibly  be  ascribed 
which  has  brought  about  this  situation.  I 
still  remember  a  warning  sounded  by  one 
of  our  clubs,  the  Shepherd  Dog  Club  of  New 
England,  not  so  terribly  long  ago,  which 
called  attention  to  the  changing  conditions, 
but  it  was  ridiculed,  and  laughed  out  of  ex¬ 
istence.  But  the  ostrich  method  was  of  no 
avail,  the  avalanche  had  started,  it  was 
moving,  slowly,  to  be  sure,  until  it  has 
reached  the  proportion  of  a  threatening 
mass,  which  will  destroy  anything  in  its 
path,  if  not  removed  into  a  safer  region. 
We  are  quite  busy  moving  now,  because 
move  we  must,  if  we  wish  to  continue  to 
exist.  The  one  factor  upon  which  the 
greatest  stress  is  being  laid  at  the  present 
time  is  that  of  judging — I  mean  supposedly 
bad  judging.  There  ea<i,  of  course,  be  no 
disagreement  that  we  have  seen  unsatis¬ 
factory  work  in  that  direction,  but  to  think 


that  it  is  the  root  of  the  evil  is  as  great  al 
folly  as  it  would  be  to  remain  in  the  pathl 
of  the  avalanche. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  narrative  to 
enter  upon  a  detailed  discussion  of  the  de-| 
structive  factors,  which  are  contributors  to 
the  situation  confronting  us  today.  May  it' 
be  sufficient  to  say  that  aimlessness  of  pur4 
pose,  ignorance  of  breeding  principles,  and 
matters  akin  to  these  have  played  the  far

greater  part  in  the  making*  ot  things 
find  them  today.  These  conditions  must  be 
remedied,  but  to  be  alarmed  is  not  in  or¬ 
der.  Shepherds  are  still  being  bred;  yes 
better  ones.  They  are  still  being  shown 
also  better  ones.  The  public  is  being  edu¬ 
cated,  gradually,  but  also  surely,  to  the  rec¬ 
ognition  of  good  Shepherds,  and  order  car 
be  brought  out  of  chaos  if  we  pursue  oui 
purpose  knowingly  and  systematically. 

Fortunate  Fields,  of  which  Mrs.  Harrisor 
Eustis  is  the  proud  owner,  located  in  Mont 
Pelerin,  Switzerland,  is  probably  the  finest 
example  of  a  breeding  establishment  for 
Shepherds  in  the  world  today.  Kennels,  in 
our  American  sense,  do  not  exist.  Just 
quarters  for  whelping  matrons  and  the 
youngsters  until  the  latter  reach  the  age 
of  eight  weeks,  when  they  are  distributed 
on  farms,  one  or  two  in  the  family,  and  re¬ 
main  there  to  the  age  of  approximately  one 
year.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  have 
been  in  close  touch  with  Fortunate  Fields’ 
activities  for  many  years.  Because  of  this 
and  on  account  of  my  intimate  friendship 
w.th  its  breeding  master  and  general  man 
agei,  Mr.  Elliott  S.  Humphrey,  I  have  a 
veiy  clear  understanding  of  the  mofi 
employed  and  the 
Eustis,  at  the  occasion  of  her  re  a.  1S' 
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Shepherd  a  Shepherd  unless  he  has  the 
brain,  the  willingness  and  the  structure  for 
work.  She  points  with  pride  to  the  fact 
that  “we  have  not  a  single  animal  which 
does  not  work  in  one  or  another  branch  of 
;the  service,  as  soon  as  it  has  reached  the 
training  age  for  its  vocation.” 

I  think  this  little  sentence  is  of  the  great¬ 
est  importance  and  American  breeders, 
clubs,  etc.,  may  well  halt  and  linger  a  while 
right  here  in  order  to  get  the  full  gist  of 
its  meaning.  Brain,  willingness,  ability  for 
■work  and  work  for  the  dog — a  terrible  lot 
of  activity  crowded  into  a  sentence  and  ex¬ 
pressed  in  a  few  words.  May  I  ask  the 
question,  How  many  breeders  have  we  in 
America  who  have  the  understanding  of  ful¬ 
filling  their  obligation  to  the  breed  by 
breeding  for  brain,  willingness  and  ability? 
Precious  few,  indeed.  And  how  many 
breeders  are  there  who,  in  addition  to  the 
above,  give  training  and  then  find  an  occu¬ 
pation  for  those  so  educated?  Almost  none! 
I  am  at  least  trying,  and  my  success  or 
failure,  will  be  a  story  to  be  written  later. 
If  there  is  anything  which  will  help  reju¬ 
venate  the  enthusiasm  for  the  Shepherds, 
and  if  there  is  one  main  factor  which  will 
help  do  this,  it  is  the  one  expressed  in  the 
above-quoted  sentence  by  Mrs.  Eustis. 

Not  every  dog  is  suited  for  every  pur¬ 
pose,  any  more  than  every  human  being  is 
fitted  for  the  same  task.  It  is  common 
knowledge  that  children  of  highly  intelli¬ 
gent  parents  in  the  human  race  do.  not  uni¬ 
formly  inherit  the  parents’  great  qualities, 
and  sometimes  inherit  none  of  them.  It  is 
not  a  bit  different  in  our  dogs,  and  the 
mere  fact  that  we  may  mate  two  highly 
intelligent  animals  doe's  not  permit  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  we  may  expect  intelligent  off¬ 
spring.  Education  is  necessary  to  fit  man 
for  this  world,  the  world  will  judge  him. 
Training  is  an  important  breeding  acces¬ 
sory,  and  here  the  breeder  is  the  judge. 

The  recognition  of  these  facts  brought 
about  training  for  three  services,  each  sub¬ 
divided  into  three  divisions.  Fortunate 

Fields’  training  groups  are: 

1.  Police  Service  (Subdivisions) — Pro¬ 

tection  Course,  Specialist  Training  Course, 
Prison  Guard  Course. 

2.  Army  Service  (Subdivision) — Sani¬ 

tary  Course,  Communication  Course,  Sentry 
Course. 

3.  Public  Service  (Subdivision) — Rail¬ 

road  Guard  Course,  Blind  Leaders  Course, 
Companion  Course. 


“Of  course,”  said  Mrs.  Eustis,  “the  mere 
fact  that  we  are  striving  to  bring  back  into 
the  breed  the  valuable  qualities  with  which 
nature  originally  endowed  the  Shepherd, 
and  of  which  man  has  robbed  him  by 
breeding  mainly  in  the  direction  of  show¬ 
ring  quality,  and  thus  losing  to  a  great  ex¬ 
tent  many  of  the  breed’s  most  valuable 
assets,  does  not  say  that  we  are  ignoriag 
the  desirable  points  of  beauty.  We  have 
only  reversed  the  process  of  selection  from 
that  generally  followed,  by  paying  strict 
attention  to  the  fundamentals,  in  order  to 
incorporate  these  latter  into  a  pleasing 
structure,  and  I  believe  our  efforts  have 
not  been  in  vain.” 

So  it  is.  We  only  have  to  look  back  to 
the  German  Sieger  show  in  Munich  in  1928, 
where  F.  F.  was  represented  by  three  in¬ 
dividuals,  and  the  only  breeder  honored 
with  three  “excellents.”  The  young  bitch 
class  was  won  by  Nancy  F.  F.,  in  young 
dogs  Nugget  F.  F.  was  second,  and  in  the 
mature  bitch  class  Ankee  was  eighth.  Be¬ 
sides  this  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in 
the  Breeding  Group  class  Fortunate  Fields 
took  second  position,  defeating  the  best- 
known  export  kennels  of  Germany.  I  call 
this  breeding  with  a  vengeance  and  a  re¬ 
ward  well  deserved,  if  one  realizes  with 
what  exactitude  everything  is  being  car¬ 
ried  out. 

When  I  asked  Mrs.  Eustis  about  her 
plans  for  the  1929  Sieger  show  she  said: 
“We  have  three  groups  of  each  three  ani¬ 
mals  selected  for  the  Breeding  Group, 
which  we  consider  better  than  our  last 
year’s  entries,  but,  unfortunately,  we  can¬ 
not  go.  You  see,  we  are  starting  the  ‘See¬ 
ing  Eye’  movement  in  America,  and  be¬ 
cause  of  the  scarcity  of  available  high-class 
trainers  for  this  work,  I  had  to  send  Mr. 
Humphrey  to  the  ‘Seeing  Eye’  and  his 
work  will  not  be  completed  until  probably 
May  1st.  I,  myself,  have  to  go  to  Rome 
to  start  off,  on  Mai-ch  first,  our  first  train¬ 
ing  school  for  police  work,  at  the  wish  of 
Premier  Mussolini,  and  there  is  nobody  at 
home  who  could  attend  the  1929  Sieger 
show.  .  .  .  We  must  pass  it  up,  much  to 
my  regret,  but  the  woi’king  end  to  us  is  of 
greater  importance  than  show  honors.” 

It  is  natural  that  many  inquiries  are  be¬ 
ing  received  for  trained  animals,  but  it  is 
on  iron-bound  rule  that  no  trained  dog 
leaves  F.  F.  unless  the  future  owner  has 
been  trained  with  the  dog.  Just  think  of 
the  care  taken  that  no  anima1  may  get  into 
the  hands  of  an  inexperienced  person  sim-

ply  to  avoid  trouble  and  that  there  may  be 
no  unfavorable  reaction  upon  the  breed. 
Think  back,  my  friends,  and  remember  the 
trained  dogs,  literally  dumped  upon  the 
American  market,  and  the  trouble  they 
have  caused  us,  and  you  have  one  more 
basic  cause  for  the  period  of  readjustment, 
which  is  at  hand,  and  through  which  we 
will  have  to  wade  just  because  of  ignorance 
and  folly ;  yes,  we  may  also  add  greed — 
not  a  nice  word — but  fitting  the  case,  un¬ 
fortunately,  too  well. 

Half-hearted  attempts  have  been  made  in 
America  to  direct  the  Shepherd’s  useful¬ 
ness  into  one  or  the  other  branch  of  serv¬ 
ice,  but  all  have  failed,  because  th’y  were 
half-hearted,  and  they  were  half-hearted 
because  of  lack  of  understanding  of  a  basic 
law;  namely,  trained  dogs  require  trained 
leaders!  As  Mrs.  Eustis  puts  it:  “A  trained 
dog  in  untrained  hands  is  useless  and  may 
be  dangerous.”  Bitter  experience  has 
taught  us  that,  and  it  has  been  an  expen¬ 


sive  one,  from  the  breed’s  point  of  view. 
Fortunately  our  clubs  have  recognized  this, 
but  more  emphasis  would  not  be  amiss. 
They  should  again  and  again  warn  against 
the  importation  of  trained  animals  which 
are  to  be  sold  to  unaware  buyers. 

At  the  present  time  the  first  real  attempt 
is  being  made  to  place  the  Shepherd  before 

the  American  public  as  a  working  unit _ a 

servant  to  man.  Mrs.  Eustis  has  made  it 
possible  for  Mr.  Morris  S.  Frank,  a  sight¬ 
less  youth  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  who,  as  you 
all  know,  went  to  Switzerland  to  be  trained 
to  his  “Buddy  F.  F„”  to  open  the  first  train¬ 
ing  school  in  America,  not  only  for  train¬ 
ing  the  dogs  but  also  the  sightless,  in  order 
to  create  a  full  understanding  between  dog 
and  man  before  they  are  allowed  to  pursue 
jointly  their  vocation  over  this  new  high 
way  of  freedom.  The  first  class  has  left 
and  the  second  is  in  full  swing.  Fortunate 
Fields  presented  the  dogs  for  the  first  and 
the  next,  consisting  of  ten  American-b’reds 
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are  at  work  and  will  be  ready  and  trained 
with  their  respective  new  masters  about 
May  first.  The  work  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision,  as  already  mentioned,  of  my  friend, 
“Jack”  Humphrey,  with  pretty  Miss  Ade¬ 
laide  Clifford  of  New  York,  still  in  her 
Teens,  assisting,  and  it  is  my  privilege  to 
acquire,  under  the  tutelage  of  the  above, 
such  knowledge  as  this  branch  of  the  serv¬ 
ice  can  impart.  I  am,  indeed,  happy  for 
this  opportunity,  and  the  added  experience 
'is  a  most  valuable  one  in  connection  with 
my  breeding  work.  Mr.  Josef  Weber,  of 
Princeton,  N.  J.,  one  of  our  most  efficient 
trainers  in  the  east,  is  also  taking  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  opportunities  and  is  adding  to 
his  training  knowledge  the  intricacies  of 
this  work. 

The  time  will  come  when  we  shall  have  to 
send  out  S.  O.  S.’s  to  the  fancy  for  train- 
able  Shepherds,  and  while  the  price  paid 
is  low,  because  of  the  necessity  of  turning 
over  the  finished  dog,  at  a  cost  of  between 
S150  to  S200,  to  the  sightless,  I  hope  that 
every  breeder  will  be  glad  to  do  his  share, 
and  be  a  part  of  the  rejuvenation  of  “man 
and  beast.”

Benno  Haus  Kallhardt,  Sch.  H.,  a  young 
black  dog,  with  dark  tan  markings,  sired  by 
Samson  von  Blasienberg,  P.  H.  ex  Lottchen 
von  Blasienberg.  He  is  line  bred  to  Curt  v.d. 
Morgensonne  in  the  third  generation  and 
carries  the  blood  of  Beowulf  and  Dewet 
through  Curt,  Alex,  Hettel,  Roland,  which 
is  compensated  by  Falko-Horst  and  old 
Tell.  His  record  in  Germany,  both  in  field 
trials  and  shows,  proves  him  a  consistent 
winner  under  all  judges.  At  the  1928  Sieger 
Show,  while  still  unfinished,  he  placed 
twelfth  in  the  mature  class  of  sixty  males; 
and  has  since  been  awarded  “V”  by  several 
of  Germany’s  strictest  judges.  At  the  re¬ 
cent  St.  Louis  show  he  was  one  of  the  four 
shepherds  out  of  seventy-two  qualified 
“Excellent”  by  Mr.  John  Gans,  the  judge. 

Benno  is  Angekoert  for  High  and  Work 
Breeding;  and  has  a  beautiful  shepherd 
temperament.  He  was  selected  from  a 
large  number  of  outstanding  “V”  dogs  pri¬ 
marily  because  of  his  extraordinary 
strength  of  back,  considered  by  Mr.  Hodes 
as  the  most  beneficial  single  improvement 
that  can  be  made  on  most  of  our  Shepherds 
today.

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AN  APPRECIATION 

By  I)R.  H.  R.  KELSEY  OF  RICHMOND,  VA. 
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Now  wouldn’t  it  jar  the  cherries  on  your 
grandmother’s  bonnet  to  know  that  I  own, 
love  and  deeply  appreciate  the  value  of  a 
German  Shepherd  dog?  It  might  if  you 
knew  that  I,  a  fat,  middle-aged  man,  had1 
a  boyhood  impression  of  dogs  based  largely 
upon  a  vivid  memory  of  a  hole  made  in  the 
seat  of  my  pants  by  a  large  dog  which  I 
heartily  hated.  Until  less  than  two  years 
ago  I  had  the  impression  that  German 
Shepherd  dogs  were  police  dogs,  fierce,  dan¬ 
gerous,  treacherous,  and  possibly  descended 
from  wolves.  Being  a  blind  man,  I  could 
not  see  to  change  such  an  erroneous  im¬ 
pression,  but  others  turned  the  trick  for 
me.  You  who  are  dog  lovers  might  be  in¬ 
terested  in  knowing  how  my  attitude 
toward  canines  changed. 

In  the  fall  of  1927,  a  friend  read  to  me 
an  ai-ticle  in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post, 
of  Nov.  5th  of  that  year,  written  by  Mrs. 
Harrison  Eustis,  of  Fortunate  Fields,  Mt. 
Pelerin,  Switzerland.  This  article  told  how 
German  Shepherd  dogs  were  being  used 
successfully  in  three  countries  abroad  by 
the  war  and  industrial  blind,  as  blind-lead¬ 
ers,  guards,  and  companions.  My  wife 
again  read  and  re-read  the  article  to  me, 
and  a  desire  to  own  such  a  dog  took  pos¬ 
session  of  me  and  quickly  grew.  Writing 
to  Mrs.  Eustis,  I  asked  if  such  dogs  could 
be  obtained  in  the  United  States,  or  could 
be  imported.  At  that  time  I  did  not  realize 
that  the  author  of  such  an  article  would 
be  besieged  by  hundreds  of  similar  letters 
of  inquiry,  but  now  I  doubly  appi-eciate 
that,  from  her  busy  life,  she  took  time  and 
trouble  to  personally  answer  my  corre¬ 
spondence.  In  my  anxiety  to  become  the 
owner  of  such  a  dog,  I  almost  became  the 
victim  of  a  commercial  dog  dealer,  who 
wanted  to  sell  to  me  a  German  trained, 
imported  dog,  wholly  unfitted  for  American 
traffic  conditions.  This  man,  who  had  no 
interest  in  the  project  of  helping  the  blind, 
but  only  wanted  to  capitalize  the  handicap 
of  disabled  men,  asked  more  than  five  times 
the  importation  cost  of  such  a  dog,  besides 
offering  to  send  the  dog  with  what  he 
termed  a  few  simple  instructions,  in  lieu 
of  training  the  master  and  dog  together.

WITH  GALA  FORTUNATE  FIELDS 
In  her  correspondence  and  article  Mrs.  Eus¬ 
tis  emphatically  insisted  that,  after  the  dog 
had  been  thoroughly  educated  for  blind- 
leadership,  it  was  absolutely  necessary  for 
safety  and  success  that  the  master  and  dog 
be  trained  together  as  a  team.  Now,  hav¬ 
ing  had  that  training,  I  can  well  under¬ 
stand  how,  without  it,  one  would  ruin  a 
good  dog,  and  at  the  same  time  qualify  for 
the  suicide  club. 

Mrs.  Eustis,  whose  American  home  is  in 
Philadelphia,  made  two  trips  across  the 
water  to  further  her  project  of  giving  to 
the  blind  of  her  own  country,  the  advan¬ 
tages  enjoyed  by  those  abroad.  At  her  in¬ 
vitation,  Mr.  Morris  Frank,  a  young  blind 
man  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  went  to  Switzer¬ 
land,  where  he  spent  seven  weeks  at  For¬ 
tunate  Fields  being  trained  with  his  dog 
“Buddy,”  which  was  there  presented  to 
him.  On  her  second  trip  to  America  Mrs 
Eustis  brought  with  her  two  dogs  which 
had  been  educated  as  blind-leaders  at  her 
own  kennels.  One  of  these  dogs  was  turned 
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A  little  moie  cheerful  news  comes  from 
Denver  that  a  bitch  bred  by  Mrs.  Close, 
Hohenfel  s  Gerris  v.  Klosenhof,  won  1st 
Novice,  1st  Local,  and  Reserve  Winners  at 
the  Denver  show,  April  13th,  under  Chris 
Casselman.

Graustein  and  litter  sister  to  our  sensa¬ 
tional  brace,  Gerda  and  Gilda  v.  Klosenhof, 
that  died  last  year,  following  the  Cleveland 
show.  Gerris  is  owned  by  Mrs.  Anna  J. 
Rohner,  Aurora,  Colorado,  and  a  recent  lit¬

v.  Blasienberg  will  surely  be  heard  from  at 
future  shows. 

From  Atlanta,  Pa.,  comes  the  news  that 
the  lovely  Bebe  of  Piomingo,  sold  to  Mrs.  R.

Generally  the  day  after  the  circus,  when 
“we  were  rather  younger,”  was  a  day  that 
we  wanted  to  sleep  and  do  nothing.  So 
now,  after  the  show,  we  feel  the  same  way, 
but  as  this  space  must  be  filled  up  some 
way,  we  are  going  to  tiredly  write  our 
impressions  of  the  show  here  at  St.  Louis, 
held  April  12,  13,  14.  We  were  greatly 
disappointed  in  the  entry.  We  had  79  with 
9  absentees.  We  had  counted  on  over  a 
hundred,  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  late¬ 
ness  of  the  blanks  in  reaching  the  fancy, 
we  would  have  had  them.  We  know  now 
we  lost  25  Shepherds  on  this  account.  Out¬ 
side  of  this,  however,  we  think  that  the 
show  was  a  success.  Mr.  Gans  made  a  fine 
impression  on  the  western  crowd  who  were 
here,  and  everybody  felt  that  he  did  a  fine 
piece  of  judging.  He  impressed  us  very 
much,  not  only  as  a  judge  but  as  a  man, 
and  we  feel  that  Shepherd  affairs  are  in 
mighty  good  hands  with  him  at  the  helm. 
We  of  St.  Louis  appreciate  his  coming. 
As  to  his  judgment,  before  he  left  he  was 
invited  to  judge  Shepherds  at  another  west¬ 
ern  show  this  fall,  and  the  invitation  was 
given  by  the  owner  of  one  that  didn’t  get 
into  the  first  ribbons.  Nuff  said  as  to 
whether  he  was  liked  or  disliked. 

We  had  quite  a  lot  of  out-of-town  entries 
and  a  great  many  outside  Shepherd  people 
who  did  not  have  their  dogs  with  them.
